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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Applicants' remarks and arguments are 
acknowledged, however, they were not found persuasive. In particular, the Applicants argue that Douglas-Hamilton et al. does not 
disclose a microscope stage. The examiner respectfully disagrees. Applicants are reminded that preambular phrases, unless structurally 
distinguishable from prior art, are normally not given significant patentable weight. In the instant case, Douglas-Hamilton et al. discusses 
devices that may be employed in microscopes (Applicants admit to this on Page 2 of their remarks filed 1/3/06). In addition, Douglas- 
Hamilton et al. meets all of the positively recited structural limitations (except for the upper stage comprising a first color, as set forth in 
Section 9 of the Office Action dated 1 1/8/05), and hence, also supports the title "microscope stage" in the same manner as the structure of 
the claim. The Examiner also points out that certain features upon which applicant relies (i.e., a specimen, or creating a contrast between 
a microscope stage and a specimen, or properly orienting specimens using contrast generated by the microscope stage) are not recited in 
the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the 
claims. See In re Van Geuns. 988 F.2d 11 81 , 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
